It follows, therefore, that if there 
is a possibility or probability of 
some drastic change in the nation- 
al economy, or the nation’s stand- 
ard of living, it is of immediate and 
vital concern to every branch of ag- 
riculture.

It is not the purpose of this writ- 
er to question the need for national 
defense expenditures, nor to ques- 
tion the wisdom of our policy of 
making America “the arsenal of 
democracy.” But it is our purpose to 
warn that such expenditures cannot 
be made without drastically reduc- 
ing the amount of money each cit- 
izen will have for his personal needs | 
and for non-defense expenditures. 
In other words, if we must pay this 
price to defend our liberty, we must 
be content with a lower standard of 
living. while we are paying for it. 
And if any part of the community , 
—including labor—is unwilling to! 
make that sacrifice, then the Unit- | 
ed States is in danger of a crack- | 
up which might well bring us un- | 
der a “controlled economy,” or @' 
dictatorship, at the very time that | 
we are trying to save the world from | 
that same calamity. 

Just how agriculture will come | 
through the critical years ahead no | 
one can predict. The farmer can | 
tighten his belt and economize; he. 
has learned how by years of exper- | 
ience. But if the farmer is ground | 
between the upper millstone of high 
taxes and the nether millstone of | 
increased labor costs, forced on him | 
by strikes or government decree, he 
will soon be walking the streets, 
looking for a job. And that applies 
as well to other industries. If Am- 
erica is to go on reduced rations, | 
and that seems inevitable, then 
there must be no exemptions, and , 
the present policy of the federal | 
government to settle labor disputes 
by giving labor unionists whatever 
they demand must come to an end. 

No American can claim exemp- | 
tion from the draft because he is | 
wearing a union button. And no 
American can rightfully claim ex-| 
emption from the financial draft 
because he happens to receive wages 
tmstead of paying wages. That fun- 
damental principle this country 
must establish if it is to remain a 
democracy.

At night from four to six Con- 
cord coaches rumbled in and out 
loaded with bullion, passengers and 
mail. The freight and passenger 
traffic was never equalled on- any 
road in the world. 


In three months, 1864, by actual | 
count, there passed Swan’s toll 
house, (about one mile east of Camp | 
Sacramento on the present road), | 
6.667 footmen, 833 horsemen, 3,164) 
stage passengers, 5000 pack animals, | 
2,564 teams and 4,649 head of stock | 
cattle. 

On a trip from Strawberry to 


Placerville a rider counted 3,520| 


horses and mules tugging in both 


directions, at wagons and mountain | 


schooners. 

During the years 1864 and 1865 
320 tons of freight passed through 
Placerville daily. The aggregate of 
freight charges could not have been 
less than $12,000,000. 


At Sportsman’s Hall, (approxi- 
mately eleven miles east of Placer- 
ville), there was stable room for 
500 horses, and from 50 to 60 
stage horses were constanly coming 
and going. A teamsters’ union at 
Shingle Springs had a membership 
of 480. All of the thru mail, stage 
pony and transportation from the 
east came through El Dorado Coun- 
ty.

The clangor of 
Concord coaches died away in the 
darkness between the red letter 
days. Mountain schooners that had 
been in the swim for eight years, 
steered away to Reno for the re- 
shipment of cargos to the old ob- 
jective points. Thus the tumultu- 
ous caravan, that once thronged the 
streets of Placerville, dragged its 
slow length away across the Ne- 
vada deserts. 

“The cities of ancient Asia that 
rose and flourished along’ the 
changing routes of inland trade, 
vanished with the caravan and its 
burden of silver, gold and pearls. 
But the capitol city of the Empire 
county was here before the drome- 
daries and survives their departure 
with the vanishing gloriés of the 
Comstocks.” 

Since those words were written, 


'the destiny of Placerville has been 


manifested by the dawning of a 
new era of transportation over the 
old road, which has been improved 
and adapted to the latest require- 
ments of civilization in vehicles 
and travel. 

Over the dirt roads where once 
strings of mules, slowly plodded 
with freight schooners and trail- 
ers; over the track of the hurtling 
Pony Express rider, or of the slow- 
er and lumbering, but artistocratic 
Concord coach, moves the last word 
in vehicles, the up-to-date motor 
car—the dreamed of horseless car- 
riage, de luxe—on hard surfaced 
roads, around scientific curves, car- 
rying yearly increasing thousands, 
either on pleasure or sightseeing 
bent, or eagerly searching for a site

rear a family, in famed California, 
amid such natural glories as are

In 1850 A. J. Bailey erected a ho- 
tel at Pilot Hill, known as the 
Oak Valley house and when com- 
pleted gave an opening ball which 
continued for two days, November 
27-28.

in January, 1848 by James W. Mar- 
shall, is without doubt, one of the 
outstanding events connected with 
the early history of California. 
There is no need to give Mar- 
shall’s biography beyond the state- 
ment that he was a native of New 
Jersey, born in the year of 1812 
and died in Kelsey, August 10th, 
1885. His expressed desire to be 
buried on the site of his former 
home in Coloma was carried out. 
and it was on this spot that the 
monument to his memory was erec- 
ted. 
Shortly after Marshall’s passing, 
a resolution was introduced and 
acted favorably thereon by Placer- 
ville Parlor No. 9, N. S. G. W., to 


History Of Marshall Monument 


Began In Placerville Parlor 
Land For Site, Formerly Owned By Discoverer

The discovery of gold at Coloma 


appoint a committee to draw up a 
memorial to the various Parlors of 
the State, asking for subscriptions 
and stating the purpose, to erect a 
suitable monument to the discovery 
and the discoverer. 

Due to the fact that at the time 
the organization was limited in 
numbers as well as finances, the 
responses while favorable to the 
plan, were not sufficient to carry on 
as we had hoped and finally after 
all other resources were exhausted, 
the matter was carried to the 
Grand Parlor. There it was decided 
that as the state had profited most 
by the discovery, it would be no 
more than right that the state 
should stand the cost. 

At a subsequent meeting of the 
State Legislature a bill was intro- 
duced and passed appropriating 
$5,000 and providing for the ap- 
pointment of a commission — the 
original members of which were, A. 
Caminnett, H. C. Gesford and J. 
H. Miller. 

Judge Gesford for very good rea- 
sons shortly afterward resigned and 
asked that a member of Placerville 
Parlor, which had pioneered the 
movement, be appointed in his 
stead. Placerville Parlor submitted 
the name of George Hofmeister, 
who was the originator of the idea 
and whom Gov. Waterman appoint- 
ed to fill the vacancy. 

In the meantime Placerville Par- 
lor acquired title to the property 
formerly owned by Marshall, which 
had previously passed into other 
hands, and donated the same to 
the state. 

Sometime later the commission- 
ers met and organized in Sacra- 
mento, and as a result Caminetti 
was selected as chairman; Miller, 
secretary; and Hofmeister, on ac- 
count of his residence near the site, 
was chosen as superintendent. It 
was decided to call for plans or ra- 
ther designs and at a later meet- 
ing, that design submitted by J. 
Marion Wells, a sculptor residing 
in Berkeley, was selected as being 
the most appropriate and he was 
awarded the contract. 

The monument was erected on a 
prominent hill overlooking Coloma 
and the original site of Sutter’s 
Mil; it was constructed from some 
of the natural rocks of the vicinity; 
granite and a species of chalkstone 
and is surmounted by a figure rep- 
resenting Marshall made of alloyed 
metals. The entire height of the 
Structure exceeds 40 feet. 

On the four sides cut in stone 
are given the dates of the birth and 
death of Marshall, the date of the 
discovery, which matter is ques- 
tionable; the donor of the site, Pla- 
cerville Parlor, N. S. G. W. and 
the names of the commissioners. 

Due to the patriotism and sin- 
cerity of those in whom the work of 
placing this memorial was intrust- 
ed, all moneys were intelligently 
disbursed exclusively for the pur- 
pose intended.

Jo Fisher, an enterprising keep- 
er of a Hangtown restaurant in 
1850, thought to utilize a fall of 
snow, for a sporting social event, 
and organized a sleigh ride accord- 
ingly. All that he needed was & 
sleigh and horses. There was no 
vehicle of the kind in the camp, so 
he gave orders to Hinds & Stude- 
baker, the blacksmiths, to have one 
“ready by daylight” the next morn- 
ing; at that time he fitted a crock- 
ery crate to the chassis and hired 
some horses from a livery stable, 
“for four ounces,” filled the crate 
with guests and drove to the neigh- 
boring camps. The new _ school 
teacher at White Rock seems to 
have been the honor guest. All 
went merrily on until the after- 
noon, when the snow had all melt- 
ed. 
The home port was made, how- 
ever, without accident.

Of Hotel At Sutter’s Fort In 1845, Manages 
Resort Bought By Grandfather Forty Years Ago 
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Kyburz, thirty-two miles east of 
Placerville on U. S. Route 50, and 
at an elevation just a shade above 
four thousand feet, shares with 
many another stopping place along 
the road the distinction of having 
been a stopping place for the old 
overland stages. 

But Kyburz has something that 
is distinctly its own, for it is man- 
aged by Albert Kyburz, great- 
grandson of Samuel Kyburz, who 
|operated the first hotel in central 
California at Sutter’s Fort in 1845. 

Kyburz resort is more than forty 
years old, of course; but it has 
| been owned by the Kyburz family 
for forty years and managed suc- 
cessively by A. B. Kyburz, son of 
the pioneer; then by his. son, 
|Ralph; and now by his son, Al- 
bert. 

Samuel Wilson Kyburz is com- 
ing along, but is a little young, yet, 
for the responsibilities of resort 
management; albiet, time will tell. 

A nearby flat along the bank of 
the river may or may not have 
made the site a stopping place with 
the very earliest pioneers who came 
westerly through the American 


Yarnold established a stopping 
place on the site in the early 1850s. 
| Subsequently Dennis Johnson 


operated the resort, then Frank 
| Joe Miser, from whom A. B. Ky- 
burz purchased the property about 
forty years ago, and the ownership 
and management of Kyburz has 
been passed from father to son to 
grandson during that time. 

The resort has been known by 
various names through the years. 
For a time it was called Yarnold’s 
and later, Johnson’s. At one time, 
it was called Sugar Loaf, after the 
rocky pinnacle in the vicinity, and 
then Slippery Ford.

BIJOU RESORT CENTER BEGAN 


Hub Of Activity At South 


Bijou, the thriving resort center. 
jat the south end of Lake Tahoe 
| which is the social headquarters for 
‘the sixty-fourth Grand Parlor, Na- 


tive Sons of the Golden West,! 
| traces its beginning to those stirring 
‘days along the Pioneer Trail unit 
of the Lincoln Highway when 
'freighting to the Comstock coun- 
|try was at its peak. 

Operated now by Young Broth- 
ers, Wilton and Charles, Bijou had 
a dual management in its very be- 
ginning. 

Wilton Young reports that rec- 
,ords show Bijou was started in the 
early 1860s by two fishermen who 
disposed of their catches from 
Lake Tahoe at the then booming 
mining community at Virginia 
City, Nevada. At that time the site 
was known as “Fisherman’s Camp.” | 

Lumbering became a major in- 
dustry in Lake Valley in the years| 
that folowed and it seemed only | 
natural that the camp established 
by the two fishermen should be the 
point from which the logs would be 
towed across the lake to be milled 
and shipped to Nevada. 

One of the companies built a 
narrow guage railroad which 
brought the logs from the back 
country to the water front. The 
company employed a large number 
of men among whom were many of | 
French ancestry and the story| 
goes that at a party one evening) 
the men named the place “Bijou” | 
meaning, in French, “gem” or! 
“jewel.” 

“All of that was sixty or more 
years ago,” Wilton Young said. 

“Our present eighteen hundred- 
foot pier was built by the railroad 
company in 1886, originally. It is 
|kept in repair and is used each 
year by thousands of bathers arid

“Hence Bijou has grown from 
two fishermen’s cabins into a busy 
resort.”

Hotel and resort owners at Lake 
Tahoe are making elaborate pre- 
parations for what promises to be 
the biggest year in their history. 

Conditions abroad, coupled with 
the lack of ships for ocean travel 
will confine the: vacationist to 
boundaries within the country. It 


has been predicted that California | 


will receive more visitors this year 
than ever before. 

While the “make-ready” program 
seems to be of a general nature, 
most of the reported activities are 
centered around the southern end 
of the Lake where U. S. 50 joins the 
shoreline highway. This section has 
proven to be the most popular tour- 
ist headquarters because of its great 
scenic advantages as well as a 
slightly warmer water temperature. 


Frank Globin, owner of the well 
known “Globin’s Al Tahoe” resort, 
states that reservations have been 
received from all sections of the 
| country. Some of these cover the en- 
| tire summer season while others ask 
accommodations for periods of a 
| few days to several weeks. 

Globin’s Al Tahoe has an inter- 
|esting background. One of the first 
|resorts on the Lake when Mr. Glo- 
_bin purchased the property in 1924, 
Al Tahoe consisted of the original 
hotel, a waterfront landing and a 
few row boats. 

As the popularity of the resort 
increased, Mr. Globin added new 
and better accommodations for the 
vacationist. The old hotel was en- 
larged, a complete laundry con- 
structed which was recently rebuilt 


California's 


has bequeathed them. Placerville 
began as a mining camp situated 
near a gold field as in so many in- 
stances in northern California. In 
this case the camp was the gold 
field. Placerville was and still is a 
mass of ravines. In the early days 
@ creek flowed through each one of 
these. The prospectors discovered 
that these little mountain streams 
were laden with deposits of the 
precious metal, and for this reason 
the settlement began in the year 
1849. It is interesting to note that 
Placerville, the successor of Coloma 
as the County Seat and as the 
chief settlement in El Dorado 
County, was itself discovered be- 
cause Coloma was overcrowded and 
because some realized that the 
Coloma field would soon be exhaus- | 
ted. The principal street of Placer- | 
ville today follows the course of, 
the principal ravine of the old | 
days. 

A false impression has been giv- 
en of the early history of Placer- 
ville by a number of popular ac- 
counts which have emphasized a 
name by which the place was 
known in 1849, namely, Hangtown. 
It should be noted that this was 
never the official name. Also it 
Should be understood that there 
were no more hangings in Placer- 
ville than in other western villages. 
As a matter of fact the name came 
to be applied not because of an un- 
‘usual number of hangings, but be-

“THE NEW GALLOWS WORKED 
BEAUTIFULLY” IN 1888 
EXECUTION 


Another of the events which has 
helped to hold for Placerville the 
name of Hangtown, was the execu- 
tion of one Meyers, which took 
place November 30, 1888. 

Meyers was convicted with two 
others, for the cold blooded killing 
of one Lowell, a rancher, and steal- 
ing his horses. The man who was 
executed admitted his guilt in de- 
tail and attempted to exonerate his 
co-defendants, who had appealed 
their cases to the Supreme court, 
thus staying execution. 

Four hundred citizens were pres- 
ent at the execution which was 
staged openly in the jail yard. 
Meyers had to be carried to the 
gallows. The Placerville Observer 
in its report of the affair says, he 
died “an arrant coward.” The re- 
port adds that “the new gallows 
worked beautifully.”
